Nobody recalls the identity of 
the young journalism school fore- 
caster, but one thing is certain— 
he was quite a prophet. 

Hollywood did get Ricky d’Or- 
rico. They changed his name to 
John Saxon, groomed him meticu- 
lously for two solid years and 
launched him on a screen career 
that sped toward stardom in an 
overnight sprint. 

Today, under exclusive contract 
to Universal-International Stu- 
dio, he stands firmly on filmdom’s 
star roster as one of its most 
gifted talented discoveries, is con- 
stantly sought by every important 
producer in Hollywood, and is 
backed by the idolatry of a vast 
portion of the nation’s teenaged 
film fans.
